Ilocldlng  Cnrtei-,  brilliant  fighting 
editor  of  the  Greenville,  Mississippi 
Delta  Democrat-Times,  who  Is 
speaking  here  at  the  second  general 
assembly  of  the  Teachers  conven¬ 
tion,  Thursday  evening,  October  12, 
is  not  a  crusader  who  cnrrles  a  chip 
on  his  shoulder  about  racial  toler- 
nncc. 

Preaches  Tolerance 
As  he  explains  in  the  foreword  of 
his  first  novel  Winds  of  Fear:  "This 
story  could  have  happened  in  al¬ 
most  also  any  of  the  small  towns  of 
the  South  .  .  .  and  it  might  also 
be  happening  today  in  any  other 
section  of  the  country.” 

This  outlook  is  summed  up  in 
Carter's  statement  of  his  objective, 
which  is:  “To  show  non-Southcrncrs 
what  is  good  about  us  and  South¬ 
erners  what  is  still  bad  about  us."

Fought  Huey  Long 

In  spite  of  his  mild  objective  ap¬ 
proach,  Carter  has  often  roused  tur- 
bulency.  His  long  wnrfnre  with  Huey 
Long,  ns  a  ne-.vspnpermnn  in  New 
Orleans  and  as  editor  of  ihs  first 
daily,  the  Hammond,  Louisiana, 
Courier,  culminated  in  an  edict 
from  Long  which  forced  Carter  to 
sell  his  newspaper.  During  this  per¬ 
iod,  Carter  often  slept  with  a  gun 
under  his  pillow,  and  once,  when 
threatened  with  death  by  a  local 
office-holder,  he  went  to  church 
with  a  prayer  book  in  one  hand  and 
a  pistol  in  his  pocket. 

“In  spite  of  a  political  flnre-up 
now  and  then,  perspectives  arc.  look¬ 
ing  up  down  Mississippi  way,"  Car¬ 
ter  sajs.  "It’s  always  been  a  pleas¬ 
ant  place:  people  friendly,  climate 
mild,  crowds  not  too  maddening." 
But  Carter  Is  an  exception  to  the 
somnolent  atmosphere  since  he  car¬ 
ries  on  a  number  of  activities  in 


high  gear.  In  addition  to  putting  out 
a  daily  newspaper,  he  has  written 
I  thirty  magazine  articles  since  1947 
which  have  appeared  in  the  coun¬ 
try's  lending  publications.  His  three 
I  books.  Winds  of  Fear  (1944),  Flood 
Crest  (1947)  and  Southern  Legacy 
(1950),  won  critical  acclaim  and 
!  widespread  attention,  and  he  writes 
a  Sunday  column  for  '15  Southern 
dailies  and  the  Washington  Post. 
His  awards  include  a  Nelmen  Fel¬ 
lowship  for  Newspapermen  at  Har¬ 
vard,  a  Guggenheim  Fellowship  for 
creative  writing,  the  Southern  Lit¬ 
erary  Award  for  1945  and  Honorary 
Degrees  from  Harvard  and  Bow- 
doin. 

Married  and  the  father  of  three 
children,  Carter  has  pursued  his 
aims  steadily,  gaining  a  imputation 
as  one  of  the  country's  finest  liberal 
journalists  and  one  of  its  greatest 
small  town  editors.

He  was  acting  chairman  during 
the  espionage  hearings  resulting  in 
the  discovery  of  the  so-called 
“Pumpkin  Papers, ” 

In  the  senate  he  is  a  member  of 
the  senate  committee  on  executive 
expenditures  and  its  important  sub¬ 
committee  on  senate  investigations, 
ns  well  as  the  District  of  Columbia 
committee. 

Late  in  1945,  Sen.  Mundt,  ns  mem¬ 
ber  of  a  special  committee  of  the 
house  committee  on  foreign  affairs, 
spent  sixty-three'  days  making  an 
economic  and  political  study  of  Rus¬ 
sia  and  Russian-dominated  terri¬ 
tories,  Turkey  and  other  Mediter¬ 
ranean  countries.  Since  the  com¬ 
mittee  v&s  to  report  back  to  Con¬ 
gress  on  the  merit  of  Russia's  claim 
for  UNRRA,  his  group  was  given 
unusual  latitude  in  making  inspec¬ 
tion  trips  in  Russia,,  all  the  way 
form  Leningrad,  at  the  extreme 
North  to  Baku  on  the  Caspian  Sea. 
This  committee  also  was  the  first 
committee  of  Congress  since  1939 
to  enter  Russia— the  only  commit¬ 
tee  which  ever  spent  any  substan¬ 
tial  time  making  unsupervised  stud¬ 
ies  and  conferring  with  leaders  of 
the  U.  S.  S.  R. 

Backed  UNESCO 

It  will  be  remembered  that  Sen. 
Mundt  was  the  author  of  house 
resolution  215  passed  by  both  Hous¬ 
es  in  1945,  conveying  congressional 
approval  for  the  establishment  of 
an  International  Organization  of 
Educational  and  Cultural  Affairs. 
The  spirit  of  this  resolution  later 
was  written  Into  the  San  Francisco 
Charter  at  the  United  Nations  Con¬ 
ference.  The  United  Nations  Edu¬ 
cational,  Scientific  and  Cultural 
Organizations  (UNESCO)  was  the 
result.  Karl  Mundt  also  Is  one  of 
the  most  active  conservationists  In 
Congress.  For  that  reason  he  has 
been  called  upon  by  the  Isaac  Wal¬ 
ton  League  to  address  their  conven¬ 
tion  many  times. 

After  receiving  his  B.  A.  degree  at 
Carlton  College  and  his  M.A.  de¬ 
gree  at  Columbia  University,  Mr, 
Mundt  began  an  educational  ca¬ 
reer.  From  1923  to  1930,  he  was  a 
high  school  teacher,  superinten¬ 
dent  of  schools,  chairman  of  the 
speech  department  and  instructor 
of  social  sciences  at  Eastern  State 
Teachers  College,  Madison, 
South  Dakota.  (In  1936  he  was  elec¬ 
ted  to  Congress  and  now  serves  the 
largest  district  and  the  largest  pop¬ 
ulation  of  any  Congressman  in  the 
United  States. 

Ranked  As  Strong  Speaker 

As  a  speaker,  Karl  Mundt  handles 
his  subject  with  rare  wit  and  phil¬ 
osophy.  He  ranks  as  one  of  the 
strangest  speakers  in  both  Houses 
and  is  in  constant  demand  by  edu¬ 
cational  organizations,  leading  for¬ 
ums  and  business  organizations. 
The  1944-45  edition  of  Representa¬

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General  Marshall  May  Not 
Stay  on  as  Defense  Secretary 


WASHINGTON—  General  Mar¬ 
shall  has  given  a  hint  that  he  may 
remain  as  secretary  of  defense  only 
a  short  time.  The  hint  is  a  request 
to  continue  os  head  of  the  American 
Red  cross —  despite  the  fact  that  at 
the  age  of  70  he  occupies  one  of  the 
most  back-breaking  jobs  in  the 
cabinet. 

The  reason  given  is  that  General 
'Marshall  has  been  a  strong  advocate 
of  civilian  defense,  and  has  commit¬ 
ted  the  Red  Cross  to  several  civilian 
defense  programs  on  which  he  would 
like  to  follow  through.  Behind  this, 
however,  it  is  believed  that  the 
General  may  want  to  step  out  or  the 
defense  department  some  time  next 
year  and  go  back  to  the  Red  Cross. 

The  Red  Cross  board  of  governors 
will  meet  on  November  18  to  decide 
whether. they  will  retain  Marshall. 

In  the  interim  Marshall  rates  next 
■  to  the  President  as  the  highest-paid 
public  servant  in  the  United  States. 
His  salary  is  $45,000  plus  $6,000  for 
entertainment —  total  $51,000. 

^  This  is  because  Marshall  now 
‘  draiys  $22,500  as  a  cabinet  member, 


plus  another  $22,500  as  head  of  the 
American  Red  cross,  plus  $6,000  for 
entertainment, 

Even  when  head  of  the  Red  Cross 
alone  and  before  he  took  the  de¬ 
fense  job.  Marshall  was  one  of  the 
highest-paid  public  officials  in  the 
country,  drawing  $18,761  as  a  five- 
star  general,  plus  $22,500  from  the 
Red  Cross,  plus  $6,000  for  entertain¬ 
ment,  or  a  total  of  $47,261. 

Attcniptcd  Bribery 

This  column  has  sometimes  been 
critical  of  the  bureaucrats,  but  here 
is  a  tribute  to  a  man  whom  the 
public  probably  has  never  heard  of, 
William  H,  Kennedy,  former  as¬ 
sistant  deputy  commissioner  of  the 
alchol  tax  unit. 

Bill  Kennedy  retired  the  other 
day,  after  spending  30  faithful  years 
with  the  government,  and  just  be¬ 
fore  he  retired  it  looked  as  if  some 
of  the  big  liquor  companies  were 
trying  to  pay  him  off. 

For  mysterious  telegrams  went  out 
to  whisky  distillers  asking  that  they 
send  a  series  of  presents  to  Bill 
Kennedy.  The  telegrams  even  in¬ 


formed  the  distillers  what  they 
should  give  Kennedy,  ns  follows: 

1.  A  maple  bedroom  suite. 

2.  An  oriental  rug  of  an  exact 
room  size  to  fit  Kennedy’s  new 

-  home. 

3.  A  complete  silver  set. 

4.  A  new  radio-television  set. 

5.  A  set  of  chinaware. 

6.  A  Collie  dog. 

Tho  telegrams  were  signed  by  "A. 
R.  Reed"  and  sent  from  Philadel¬ 
phia. 

It  happens  to  be  against  federal 
rules  for  anyone  having  business 
with  the  government  to  give  presents 
to  a  government  official.  Further¬ 
more  it  is  not  qonsidered  ethical  to 
give  expensive  presents  when  an 
official  retires.  Therefore,  Kennedy 
immediately  sent  telegrams  to  the 
distillers  saying  he  knew  nothing 
about  the  proposal  to  shower  him 
with  gifts  and  thnt  he  would  not 
accept  them  if  offered. 

Kennedy  also  conferred  with  his 
fair-minded  chief,  Carroll  Mealey, 
who  sent  investigators  to  the 
Western  Union  office  in  Philadel¬ 
phia  from  which  the  wires  were  sent, 
to  see  who  had  suggested  this  series 
of  indirect  bribes.  No  one  by  the 
name  of  “A.  R,  Reed”  could  be 
located  in  Philadelphia,  though  in¬ 
vestigators  found  that  a  man  by  that
